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DISORDERED BRAIN 
PROBABLY CAUSED 
LAWSON'S CHARGES 


Statement Is Made by Bank- 

er Pliny Fisk in Denying 
“Leak” Statements Made 
by the Stock Operator. 


FISK DENIES CONNECTION 
WITH SECRETARY M’ADOO 


Banker Says if Lawson’s 
Brain Is Not Disordered 
He Should Be Behind Bars 
on the Basis of Perjury. 


New York, January 29.—Some of the 
most sensational charges Thomas W. 
Lawson made in testifying recently in 
the house rules committee “leak” in- 
vestigation were vehemently denied to- 
day by Pliny Fisk and Archibald 5S. 
White, two widely known New York 
financiers, before the congressional in- 
quisitors. 

Fisk, named by Lawson as the bank- 
er member of an alleged trio composed 
of a cabinet member, Secretary Mc- 
Advoo, a member of congress, known 
as “Senator ©,” and a banker, who 
had a joint account in Wall street, 
declared no such combination ever ex- 
isted. 

In closing his testimony Fisk said 
he thought Lawson's statement prob- 
ably was the result of a “disordered 
brain,’ and severely criticised him for 
dragging the name of Harvey Fisk & 
Sons into the inquiry. 

Put Lawsen Behind Bars. 

“Lawson should be taken at his 
word,” Fisk said, “and placed behind 
the bars on the basis of perjury when 
he wantonly handles the names of 
reputable citizen. If his statement is 
the result of a disordered brain, as it 
appears to be, perhaps the good Lord 
will take care of it in His own way.” 

Laweon, it developed, today, had been 
ordered to remain in touch with the 
committee, as he may be recalled at 
any time. 

White, who Lawson said told him 
that Fisk had boasted that he con- 
trolled Secretary McAdoo and had of- 
fered to call the secretary from his 
bed by telephone at 1:30 o'clock in 
the morning to prove his assertion, 
insfsted that Lawson was “romancing.” 

As a result of these denials, commit- 
teeméen tonight believed the length 
of the hearings here had been short- 
ened materially. Some said they would 
close within three or four days. Ex- 
amination of certain stock exchange 
records for thirteen days preceding the 
sending of the president's peace note 
of several bankers and brokers re- 
regarding general financial conditions 
during this*period and further exami- 


nation of Barney’ Baruch, a heavy 
“short” seller, and a few minor wit- 
nesses, is expected to bring the end 


here. The committee now is intent on 
bringing the inquiry to a close with an 
investigation only of the alleged peace 
“leak.” 

Name of Von Bernustorff. 

The name of Count von Bernstorff 
was again brought into the inquiry 
today in questions put to White, but 
was not disclosed.

through Lawson's “confidential man, 
McSweeney, and that he had told Mc- 
Sweeney to arrange the meeting him- 
self.

Whipple inquired closely into White's 
friendship with Lawson during the 
period prior to the publication of the 
note. He developed that the two fre- 
quently met in New York, but White 
would not admit that they had dis- 
eussed stock market speculation and 
the effect that the war and peace sit- 
uation would have on the market, “ex- 
cept in general terms.” White said 
that he had sought to interest Lawson 
in the securities of the Federal Chemi- 
cal company, which White was promot- 
ing, and that Lawson had Offered to 


“make a market for them.” 

Seemingly armed with caher informa- 
tion gathered by the committee in re- 
spect to the association of the two men. 
Whipple questioned White in detail as 
to his various meetings with ahe Boston 
tinancier, and wanted to know if on any 
vecasion other persons were not pres- 
ent. White said he could not recall any 
one in particular, but finaily admitted 
that about the aime the German peace 
offer was published he and Lawson had 
a meeting with Harry Content, a stock 
broker, in the latter’s office. He denied, 
however, that at that time «hey had 
talked about the war situation or its 
effect on the market. 

“I never operated in the market with 
Lawson or participated in any of his 
deais,”” volunteered the witness. Neither 
did he Know of the president’s note 
until it was published, he said. Lawson 
had told him, he testified, that some- 
body had profited by the leak, -“‘but it 
was only a general statement. He 
didn't say who.” 

Fisk and MeAdoe, 

While Mr. Fisk admitted close busi- 
ness associations with Mr. McAdoo 
prior to the latter’s entering the ca)i- 
net, the banker insisted that since that 
time their relations had been largely 
social, and that he had “leaned back- 
ward,” in so far as seeking favors from 
the secretary were concerned. The last 
business dealings he had with Mr. Me- 
Adoo Was in connection, he said, with 
the sale of in excess of $112,000 worth 
of securities which the secretary left 
with the firm of Harvey Fisk & Sons 
for disposal when he became a cabinet 
member. This account was closed on 
ig ed 15, 1914.

LAND SHOW VALUE 


SHOWN BY HADEN 


“Thousands Who Have Not 

Had Vision of Its Signifi- 
cance Will Be Thrilled,” 
He Says. 


“When the doors of the land show 
open, thousands who have not yet had 
a vision of its scope and significance 
will be thrilled,” said Charles J. Haden, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
yesterday. 

“It should be remembered that this 
is the first time in twenty-one years 
that the government has sent its ex- 
hibit into Georgia. This was done after 
they had. critically, through means 
available only to the government, in- 
vestigated the character of the show 
and its purposes. This exhibit alone is 
an education both for grown-ups and 
children. It is morg ttmn worth a trip 
to Atlanta to see. Science has been 
very largely made over since the last 
appearance of the government exhibit 
in Georgia in 1895.

The 
Pacific west has had such favors, but 
heretofore they have been refused to 
the south. This means that every vis- 
itor as well as every other person in 
Atlanta at the time has the privilege 
of a round trip rate from Atlanta to 
every railroad point in Alabama, Flor- 
ida, Georgia and South Carolina at 
barely more than one-half fare, thus 
giving a chance to every person to see 
the southeast face to face. 

Stresses Value to Southeast. 

“It is beyond doubt the beginning of 
the most important enterprise ever 
launched in the southeast for the solid, 


and with

New York, January 29.—The Rocky 
Mountain club of New York will post- 
pone the erection of its luxurious club- 
house and devote its energies toward 
feeding Belgian children. The govern- 
ors are unanimous in this action, and 
the president, John Hays Hammond, an- 
nounced the change at a dinner given 
tonight at the Bankers’ club in honor 
of Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
commission for relief in Belgium. 

William B. Thompson, of the club, 
started the fund with a subscription of 
$100,000, and those in charge feel confi- 
dent that at least one million dollars 
will thus be diverted from the purchase 
of deep armchairs, marble bath tubs 
and other club comforts to nourishing 
food for the youth of Belgium. 

Mr. Hoover said that six weeks ago 
he heard 1,500 children in Brussels sing 
the “Star Spangled Banner,” and he was 
distressed to realize how little of their 
food was purchased with Ameri¢an 
money. He added that $250,000,000 has 
been spent by the commission up to 
January, and that $30,000,000 alone of 
this has come from the United States. 
South African mine workers are giving 
10 per cent of their wages, and Austra- 
lian mine owners 5 per cent of their 
profits to relieve Belgians.

A conference was held between An- 
dres Carcia, inspector general of Car- 
ranza consulates, General Pablo Gon- 
zales, of the Carranza army of the 
north, and Chief of Police Torres, of 
Juarez, and it was decided not to per- 
mit street cars to operate to Juarez 
tomorrow morning, to have a large 
force of the “death troop” of General 
Murguia’s cavalry stationed § along 
Juarez avenue leading to the bridge, 
and to have sufficient police there to 
quell any disturbances as a result of 


quarantine restrictions imposed be- 
cause of the presence of typhus fever 
in northern Mexico. 

Chief of Police Torres announced he 
would arrest all agitators. He said 
there were five Villa partisans known 
to have been in the mob today and 
they would be arrested as traitors if 
they appeared tomorrow. He also said 
eight American gamblers were in jail 
in Juarez on minor charges not con- 
nected with the riots. 

General Bell announced he would 
leave the situation to the local police 
unless a request were made for assis-

GRATION BILL 
VETOED BY WILSON 


President Objects to Liter- 

acy Test—He Also Con- 
siders Unwise the Clause 
About Religious Persecu- 
tion.

Washington, January 29.—President 
Wilson today vetoed the immigration 
bill passed recently by congress, be- 
cause of its literacy test provision. 

It was the second time that Presi- 
dent Wilson had vetoed an immigration 
bill because of the literacy test and 
for the same reason similar measures 
were given vetoes by Presidents Taft 
and Cleveland. 

Text of Message. 

The president's veto message to the 
house, in which the bill originated, fol- 
lows: 

“I very much regret to return this 
bill without my signature. 

“In most of the provisions of the bill 
I should be very glad ‘to concur, but I 
cannot rid myself of the conviction that 
the literacy test constitutes a radical 
change in the policy ,of the nation 
which is not justified in principle. It 
is not a test of character, of quality or 
of personal fitness, but would operate 
in most cases merely as a penalty for 
lack of opportunity in the country from 
which the alien seeking admission 
came. The opportunity to ain an 
education is in many cases one of the 
chief opportunities sought by the im- 
migrant in coming to the United States 
and our experience in the past has not 
been that the illiterate immigrant is as 
such an undesirable immigrant. Tests 
of quality and of purpose cannot be ob- 
jected to on principle, but tests of 
opportunity surely may be. 

“Moreover, even if this test might 
be equitably insisted on, one Of the ex- 
ceptions proposed to its application in- 
volves a provision which might lead 
to very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations. 3 : 

As to Religious Persecution. 

“The bill exempts from the operation 
of the literacy test ‘aM aliens who shall 
prove to the satisfaction of the proper 
immigration office oF to the secretary 
of labor that they are seeking admis- 
s10n to the United States to avoid re- 
ligious persecution in the country of 
their last permanent ‘residence, wheth- 
er such persecution be evidenced by 
overt acts or by laws or governmental 
regulations that discriminate against 
the alien or the race to which he be- 
longs because of his religious faith.’ 

“Such a provision, so applied and ad- 
ministered, would Oblige the officer 
concerned in effect to pass judgment 
upon the laws and practices of a for- 
eign government agd declare that they 
did or did not conatitute religious per- 
secution. This would, to say the least, 
be a most invidious function for any 
administrative officer of this govern- 
ment to perform and it fs not only’ pos- 
Sible but probable that very serious 
questions of international justtee: and 
comity would arise between this Zov- 
ernment and the government or gov- 
ernments thus officially condemned 
should its exercise be adopted. 

“I dare say that these consequences 
were not in the minds of the propon- 
ents of this provision, but the provision 
separately and in itself renders it un- 
wise for me to give my assent to this 
legislation in its present form.”

Toronto, January 29.—The consular 
service of the United States was con- 
demned by Poultney Bigelow, American 
author, in an address here today be- 
fore the Canadian club. He also ridi- 
culed the American government's neu- 
trality. 

Mr. Bigelow declared the American 
consular service comprised “broken 
down, wheezy political bosses, worn out 
lawyers and dentists, broken brokers, 
men who could not earn a living at 
any honest or respectable business.” 

These are the men I find I have to 
go to as representing the majesty. of 
my nation and I have to sew my 
pockets up before I enter their offices,” 
he asserted. “Then I have to turn from 
his door and go to the British consul- 
ate to get what 1 want.” 

Mr. Bigelow asserted that in an effort 
to preserve “‘benevolent neutrality” in 
the war, the United States is afflicted 
with a “calamity palsy.”” The motto: 
“In God we trust,” he declared, jllumi- 
nated the American cent, but nothing 
else. If Great Britain “lost hold” upon 
the United States, Mr. Bigelow told the 
Canadians, German gunboats would 
“sail up the Hudson and Mississippi 
and sweep everything before them.”

Phe navy bil carries $351,453,245, as 
against $313,000,000 last year. It pro- 
vides for the construction of three 
42,000-ton battleships at $28,178,592 
each; one battle cruiser at $26,694,496; 
three scout cruisers at $6,746,145 each; 
fifteen destroyers at $1,748,612 each; 
one dstroyer tender at $2,808,000; one 
submarine tender at $2,199,400, and 
eighteen §800-ton type submarines at 
$1,424,093 each. The program is that 
recommended by the department, and 
represents one-half of 
portion of the three-year 
proved last year. 

The committee departed from the 
partment’s recommendations only 
the type of submarines provided for.

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SNOW DELAYS TRAINS

'him that while the roads would bend 
every energy to obey the commission’s 
orders, they did not think the orders 
would afford the relief expected. Some 
members of the mmittee were of the 
opinion that obedientee of the new or- 
i|der would result in a worse shortage 
of coal cars than has ever prevailed 


before. 

Mr. McChord is understood to have

Georgia Bankers’ Association 
Provides Weevil Expert to 
Advise Farmers. 


Macon, Ga., January 29.—(Special.) 
ive hundred farmers and business 
men attended a meeting at the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce auditorium today 
to discuss the best means of combat- 
ting the ravages of the boll weevil 
and heard talks by Dr. A. M. Soule, 
president of the state college of agri- 
culture; J. Phil Campbell, in charge 
of the extension bureau of the state 
college, and W. G. Middlebrooks, farm 
demonstration agent for Bibb county. 
W. A. Taylor, a banker-farmer, of 
Port Gibson, Miss., who was to have 
been present and who had been sched- 
uled for the principal address, wired 
that he had been delayed and would 
be unable to reach Macon in time for 
the meeting, but that he would on 
hand at the meeting to be held in Al- 
bany tomorrow. 

Never before have so many 
county farmers attended a meeting 
this kind, the auditorium 
to overflowing. They were there 
ask questions and they kept Dr. Soule 
and the other ‘speakers busy giving 
them information as to the problem 
that confronts them. 

The announcement by Dr. 
Bibb county will be thoroughly in- 
fested by the boll weevil during the 
coming cotton growing season, brought 
home the fact that the farmers are 
face to face with a peril the like of 
which they have never had to contend 
with hefore. 

Dr. Soule cited as an instance of how 
the ravages of the weevil can be coun-

SALARIES MUST BE CUT 
N THE MAJOR LEAGUES 


Tener Says Readjustment Is 
Necessary in Fairness to 


Club Owners. 


— | 


New York, January 29.—Readjust- 
ment of salaries of major league base- 
ball players is absolutely necessary, 
President Tener, of the National league, 
declared in a statement here tonight in 
reply to complaints, of players that 
their salaries had been cut. The Fed- 
eral league, he said, inflated salaries 
to such an extent that, notwithstanding 
record attendance last season in both 
big leagues, few clubs made money. 

“The game must be put on a Dasis 
where the men who have money in the 
clubs can expect a reasonable profit on 
their investment,” he said. “If the clubs 
cannot make profits with record at- 
tendance, what can they do in lean 
years? And no one can deny the right 
of the club owner, after his big outlay 
of money for players and stands, to ex- 
pect his baseball property to yield him 
a fair income. 

“The players should be more reason- 
able. Salaries were artificially inflated 
during the existence of the Federal 
leacue, and players, by holding a strike 
club over their clubs, forced them to 
pay salaries out of all proportion to 
what their services were worth or 
what the clubs could afford to pay.

DEPOSED PRESIDENT 
APPEALS 10 WILSON 


Gonzales Has Taken Refuge in 
American Legation at San 
Juan, Costa Rica. 


Washington, January 29.— Alfredo 

Gonzales, deposted president of Cost 
tica, has appealed to the United States 
for intervention. He is a refugee in 
the American legation at San Jose, 
where his former minister of war, Fred- 
erico Tinoco, has inskalled himself as 
provisional president after a bloodless 
revolution that was brought to a tri- 
umphant conclusion twelve hours after 
it was begun, 

Word that the ex-president had sub- 
mitted his appeal to the American min- 
istrr Was received here in a private 
message. Late tonight the state de- 
partment had not been advised officially 
of the development. 

Keports of the overthrow of the Gon- 
zales administration, while throwing 
virtually no light on the causes, afford 
little ground for the belief that the 
United States will interfere. The revo- 
lutionists killed no one and according 
to reports received by representati¥es 
of interests in that country, the devel- 
opment was the culmination of a pop- 
ular demand. tate department advices 
today said the capital and countryside 
were quiet and that business was pro- 
ceeding as usual.

President Gonzales and Manuel Cas- 
tro (Quesada, Costa Rican minister to 
Washington, home on leave of absence, 
were granted asylum in the American 
legation without question when they 
appeared for protection after General 
rinoco proclaimed to the populace that 
the president had been deposed and 
that he had made himself provisional 
executive. 

General Tinoco’s control of the army 
and his personal standing with other 
men high in the government affairs 
apparently enabled him to accomplish 
the overthrow of President Gonzales 
without opposition. For a short time

Costa Rica. Costa Rica has been 
appealing to the United States to in- 
duce Nicaragua to abide by the de- 
cision of the Central American court 
of justice, which decided that Nicara- 
gua was at fault in having entered into 
So treaty without the consent of Costa 
ica.
